moſt Remarkable Monuments of Loxdoxy and the Precin&s 
thereof: Then, Secondly, give you Biſhop Ha{'s Judgement 
and Recommendation, with Dr. Fuller his more ſpecial report of 
it, as alſo Nr. Baxter's Inſtigation forit, and Grounds of the 
Neceſlity of prudent proviſion of Able and adequate Men for 
the work: Ando I ſhall in the Concluſion adde ſomethi 
concerring Dr. Setcliffe his being the firſt Mover ( under God 
to advance the deſign in this beginning of the Embryo that it 
now appears 1n. Thirdly, L ſhall intimate the ObſtruRtions and 
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Impediments of it: Fourthly, adjoin ſome prevalent Motives 
for the Renewing, or rather the —_ of the Deſignto it's 
original intended perfection : Fifchly , ſtop the month of the 
chiefer ObjeRions 4painſt it: Sixthly , propoſe the means 
(though in theſe hard and Exhauſted times ) ro compleat it :

Whereas bis Majefty, of his Royal and *enlous Care for the 
defence of true Religion ntw eftabliſhed within this Realm of Eng- 
land, and for the Refuting of Errors and Hereſies repugnant t9 
the ſame, hath beex iryioafly proces by bis Letters Patents un- 
der the Great Seal of England , to found a College in Ohelſey 
near London, And thertin to phttce certain Learued Divines, and to 
incorporate the ſame by the Name of the Provoſt and Fellows of 
the College of King James '# CheMey, of the foundation of the 
ſame James King of England , and hath of his moſt gracious 
Goodneſs and Bounty not cnly endowed the ſame withcertain Lands, 
Privileges and Immunities, but hath alſo, for their further Main- 
tenance and ſuſtentation, given-unto them a Capacity and Abilut 
to receive and take frem- bis Majeſty, or any of bis Loving Sub. 
jetts, any Lands , Ttnements, Hereaitaments, Gifts , Benefits 
and Profs whatſoever , not exceeding us the whole the yearly 
vale of three thonſand pownas, as in and by the ſaid Letters Pa- 
tents doth more at large appear : And wherens alſo it is manifeſt 
and evident, that the bringing im of (uch ſtreams of Running wa- 
ter to the City of London # very convement , neceſſary and profi- 
table, as well for the private uſe of ſuch as ſhall rent the ſame, 
for the help of cleanſing the ſaid City in the time of ſickneſs, and 
preſerving the ſame againſt all ſnddain Adventwres of fire, &c. 
whereby they had the free Grant of and for draining the field 
and Mariſhes between the Briage called Lock-bridge in or neay the 
pariſo of Hackney 'in the County of Middleſex, and the Bridge 
called Bow-btidge at Stratford-Bow, 5» the pars/» of Stepney 3# 
the ſaid Connty, Ge. 


Which by reaſon of the Ample Grant , may ſeem muy 
oya 
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Royal Privilege indeed , yet by reaſon of the vaſt Labour and 
Cott, not only of digging and trenching, but of buying lcave 
of the owners of the grounds, fields and limitations, may ſeem 
( with Reverence be it ſpoken, and regard had to Clergy- 
men not verſed in ſuch Afﬀairs) nor only like that in Holland, 
but ſomewhat reſembling that of Hercwles his Labour of clean- 
ling __ his ſtable, m. wo 3000 Oxen ſolong were tyed 
up, -, rawing the River Alpbexs to run through it. When 1 
conſider the many Proviſionsin that Grant, it appears ſome- 
what like the Arduouſneſs of their task and undertaking. Not- 
withſtanding Chriſtian duty ought ( eſpecially when back'd with 
ſo many advantageous incouragements ) to fallow up greater 
difficulty. Itis the moſt holy exhorration Jude 3. Earneſtly to 
contend for the Faith once delivered to the Saints, And its the 
delight of the Holy One, to behold his enabled Servants ftudy- 
ing and labouring to ridd the Land of the immenſe Dunghill of 
Errors and Hereſies ; which is not for every hand that can make 
of Scripture fine Poſies in Preaching , bur are too tender to 
pluck up or thruſt away thorns : this can be done only by men 
fenced with Tron, and the ſtaffe of a = 2 Sam. 23.6, 7. And 
this above all is now (if = eſpecially to be looked unto, 
that the Cauſe of Chriſt be nor % and loſt in this Age 
abounding with ſo many Anti-Chriſtian deceipts. 


A brief declaration of the Reaſons that moved his Majeſty and 
the State to ere a College of Divines and other Learned men 
at Chelſey , __ with a Copie of his Majeſtics Letters in 
favour of the tame, and an Addition of ſome Motives very 
forceable to excite the zeal of good Chriſtians ro a voluntary 
and liberal Contribution. 


Underſtanding by experience that want of Information hath 
much hindred mens Devotion in Contributing towards the Ere- 
on and Donation of Chelſey College, We have thought it very 
fit, together with his Aſajeſties Letters, ſeconded by my Lord 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, to declare the Reaſons that cauſed this 
Work to ja undertaken , and to adde ſuch Motives as we have 
ſuppoſed may be moſt effefinal to give (aticfattion to bis Ma- 
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The Glory of Chelſey College revived. 
Jeſties deſire, and perfeftion to ths Honourable Deſign. 
Firſt, It was Conſidered, T hat the Popes Agents travelted Sea 
and Land, wrote Books in favour of their Fattion , deviſed Lyes 
and Slanders to brins Religion and Profeſſors thereof into hatred, 
and mt ſparing/rany hating in their way, by falſhood and 
T reachery oppugned Kings and Princes that could not endure the 
Popes T yrannical Government : and to this end , men of ready 
Wits, good Speech, lono Experience and competent Learning, have 
been maintained in Colleges, furniſhed with Bocks , holpen with 
Connſell and Direttion, bound with Laws and Oaths to uphold 
the Papal Hierarchie and Hereſie, and (which moveth moſt with 
moſt men ) encouraged with great Promiſes and large Rewards : 
Whereunto albeit private men, pioxſly affetted , bave from time 
to time oppoſed themſelves , yet becauſe they Wanted inconrage- 
ment to undertake ſo great a labour , Counſels of the Ancients to 
dirett them, Books and Libraries to inſtrutt them, Forms of pre- 
ceedings to keep them in compaſs, and Rewards to maintain them, / 
( thoſe excepted that are due for Eccleſiaſtical Cures ) it was 
further adviſed, T hat to make a ſufficient defence for the Truth of 
Religion and Honour of the State, and a ſtrong and continued op- 
Poſition againſt the continued Lyes, Slanders, Errors, Hereſtes, 
Sefts, Idolatries, Blaſphemies of our Adverſaries, that it was 
niceſſary to unite our forces, and to appoint ſpecial men that with- 
out other diſt ration might attend the Cauſe of Religion and of the 
State ; being furniſhed with Direftions, Inſtrutions, Conunſels, 
Books, Preſſes, competent Maintenance, anl other nec(ſ[aries. 
This then was the reaſon why this College by bus Majeſty and 
the Statewas firſt deſigned, and a Corporation granted, with large 
Privileges, . vis. That a ſeleft number of Divines and others 
ſhould be gathered together into one body, and united with cne form 
of Laws, and there maintained, who being farniſhed with Books, 
and diretted by men of experience and action , might alwaies be 
ready to maintain our Chriſtian Faith, to anſwer the Aaverſarics 
Calumniations as wel againſt Religion as the State, to defend the 
Majeſty of Kings and Princes againſt the Vſurpation of Popes, 
the Liberty of Chriſtians againſt the yoke of Superſtition, to ſupply 
the defeft of Teaching where Appropriations have devoured Min:- 
ſtry , by Teaching and Conference ro convince the obſtinate Pa- 
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The Glory of Chelſey College revived. 
piſt and Atheiſt, and by all means 'to maintain Truth and diſcover 
Falſhoed. 


This is the College commended to his Ma jelty, and intended 
by the State, and eaſie to be perfected, if it pleate all crue Chri- 
ſtians to further it with their help and favour, according to ſome 
proportion of their means.

Whereas the Enemies of the Goſpel have been forward tt 
write and publiſh Bocks for confirming of Erroneons Dottrine 
and impugning the Truth, and now of late ſeem more Careful 
then before to ſend daily into Our Realms ſuch their Writings , 
whereby Ohr loving Subjetts, though otherwiſe wel-aiſpoſed, may 
be ſeduced, unleſs ſome remedie thereof ſhould be provided: We, 
by the advice of Our Councel , have lately granted a Corporation, 
ard given Our allowance for eretting a College at Chelley , fo; 
learned Divines to be imployed tu write ( as occaſuun ſhall re- 
quire ) for maintaining the Religion profeſſed in Our Kingdoms, 
and confuting the oppugners thereof. Whereupon Dr Sutcliffe, de-

mendacinm dicit Chryſoftomt Hom, 25.in Matth, doth _—_—

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him to be a traitor to Truth , that dares not boldly utterit, to 
defend it. Non ille ſolum- eft proditor weritatis, qui veritatems 
tranſarediens, pro veritate mendacium- loquitur , ſed etiam- 
qui non libere weritatem- pronuntiat, quam pronuntiare tenetur, 
aut non libere veritatem- defendit , quam- libere defendere con- 
venit. 

Some ſuppoſe that Chriſtiamity and Popery may ſtand toge- 
ther, and themſelves as Newters ſtand between borh, or as Me- 
diators . would reconcile both. But can Chriſt be reconciled to 
Antichriſt > There 5 no Concord between Chriſt and Belial ( ſaich 
the Apoſtle) 2 Cor. 6.15, 16. Upon which place Dr. Featly's 
Pacaphraſe 1s here fitly to be inſerted, ** Mark the Apoſtles 
** Gradation ( faith he) zyhat felowfrip bath Righteouſneſs 
* with unrigtteouſneſs ? What Communion hath Light with 
** darkneſs ? and laſtly, what Concord hath Chriſt oi Belial ? 

** No more agreement may we have, who are temples of the 

** Living God, with Idols. There is great oppoſition between | 
** Righteouſneſs and unrighteouſneſs , greater between Light 
*and darkreſs, greateſt of all between Chriſt and Belca/. 

** Righteouſneſs and unrighteouſneſs, the one being a Vertue 

** and the other a Vice, are oppoſed contrarily , but Light and 

** darkneſs privately, which 1s a greater oppoſition: but Chriſt 

** and Belial contradiQtorily, which is the greateſt of all. Righ- 

** reouſneſs and unrighteouſneſs ſo oppoſite, as that they cannot 

** ſubliſt in the ſame Soul , Light and darkneſs fo oppoſite, as 

** thar they cannot ſubliſt in the ſame room , Chriſt and Belial 

** fo oppoſite, as that they cannot ſubſiſt in the ſame heaven. 

** Righ couſnels fighterh with unrickteouſneſs whereſoever it 

** meereth with 1t, Gal. 5. 17. Burt Light doth more, it gfeſent- 

** ly baniſherh darkneſs. But Chriſt doth yet more, he utter] 

** confounderh Belial, So true Religion nor only fighteth with 

**all Herelte and Superſtition whereſoever it meeteth with it, © 
** but baniſhech ir, andin the end confoundeth it, *” Dr. Featly 
Vertum. Row. p.156. No Toleration then of falſe and rrue Reli- 
£100 together ( no more then truce of the Dogg and the Hyena, 
Eccius. 13.18.) No halting, no halfing between God and Baal, 
no ſodering- of Religion, no pulling of Rowe to Proteſtancy, 
30 more then the Fiſher's pulling the Rock to his Boate, yo 
re 
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the more he pulls, the mote he brings his Boate ro the Rock. 
The Biſhop of the Church of Pergamas was reproved for ſuffe- 
ring them that taught the doctrine of Balaam , and the Biſhop 
of Thyatira for permitting 7ezabel to teach and to deceive the 
people. And ſhall the Church of Z»gland any longer ſuffer 
the Romiſo Balaamites, the falſe Prieſts of Baal (maintained by 
the Roſni/ſo Fezabeland her Conſorts ) ro ſeduce God's people ? 
The falſe Prieſts of Bel uſed all Arts and cunning pritices to 
deceive, and now will not ſuffer any Rdligion but that of their 
God Bel, the Pope. And ſhall nor true Chriſtians uſe equal di- 
ligence to maintain holy Truth, moſt pure Proteſtant , holy and 
ſaving Truth, and ſuppreſs Popery, and all other Idolatrous and 
falſe Religions? Ixgemni ( fattor) (ſaith Hierome ) minus nobss 
inefſe voluntatis ad propugnandum- veritatem-, quam ineft illis 
Chpiditas ad ynculcandum- mendacium-. I hghed ( faith he) 
ſeeing leſs debire in us ro defend Truth, then in our Adverſaries 
to maintain Lies. Are nothere motives of moment enough ro 
be mighty with any that have any true render Conſcience, more 
then to perſwade them , even to make them zealous after the 
Work? Yet there is added more yet moving ones, as followeth. 

The College being erected then for the maintenance of Truth 
and God's true Service, and for a reſolute oppoſition againſt Er- 
rorsand falſe worſhip of God, it cannot bur pleaſe God and 
content godly men, if it be help'd onward. The ſame alſo will 
be a means to increaſe Learning, and prevent the dangers of pla- 
ces haunted with the ſpirits of Antichriſt, the Jeſuirs and Maſs- 
Prieſts, and therefofe cannot chuſe but be well accepred of all 
that either deſire a lEarned Miniſtry, or love Learning. Finally, 
ſceing. the Church hath received no greater &1ſhonour by any 
then by inſufficient and unlearned Church-men, 1 hope this 
may be a means to recover ſome part of their loſt Honour. 

Wherefore, whether we regard the Service of God, or the 
. Honour we owe unto the Xing, Or the love we bear unto our 
Country and State, and above all , chat which ownes omniam- 
complettitur charitates, the Piety to our Church, let us nor ſhew 
our ſelves ſparing and backward in yielding our aid to ſet for- 
ward a Work ſo religious and profitable for the Church, ſo ho- 
nourable for the State, ſo neceſſary in _—_ of our Adverſa- 


ries 
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ries Malice, and the defects and diſcouragement of - our own 
Forces. Other Colle&ions have been ether for private per- 
ſons, or Strangers, or places remote ; or matters concerni 
ſome particular occaſions ; This concernsa general good, an 
toucheth every man both in Honour and Conſcience. Hereto- 
fore we have endeavoured to maintain Religion, and fayour 
others abroad : let us not therefore now neglect our ſelves, and 
our own honour and profit and neceſſary ſervice at home. 
Neither let any man'think it ſtrange, that a work of ſuch great- 
neſs ſhould be advanced by this weak means , or that a Projet 


ſo neceſſary ſhould proceed ſo ſlowly. Almighty God, albe- 


it ſufficient, yet would have kis own Tabernacle built by the 
voluntary Offerings of his own people. Speak, ( faith he to 
Moſes Exod, 25.1, 2, &c.) to the children of Iſrael, that they 
bring me an offering of every man, Whoſe heart he it freely : 
and Exod. 36. 3. there it followeth, they brought ſtill anto Afo- 
ſes free gifts every morning, and they ceaſed not till they were 
ſtayed from offering. - King Solomon likewiſe was greatly hol- 
pen inthe building of the, Temple by the contribution of his 
SubjeRs, as appeareth by the words of Scripture, 1 Chrox. 29. 
G, 7. Further, by voluntary Offerings and Contributions the 
Temple was repaired by {hb 2 Kings 12, and by 7ofiah 
2 Chrox. 34. And this has been the uſe and practice of ancient 
times, in building and endowing moſt famous Churches, Colle- 
ges, Schools, and other monuments of Religion and Learn- 
ing, bothin our own and other Countries. Our Adverfaries 
by this courſe have had means to build many Monaſteries, Colle- 
gesand Schools , for their 7eſwits and Friers, as propugnacles 
of Superſtition, Hereſie and Idolatry, and Antichriſt his Tyran- 
ny, to uphold and make good their own Corruptions in Religi- 
on, and Uſurpations upon the Magiſtrates Government, and 
every Chriſtian mans Liberty. And this have they done not 
only in Exrope, butalſo inthe Indies; and not only one in eve- 
ry Kingdom, butin ſome States divers, and almoſt in every 
ty one. And ſhall not our flouriſhing Kingdom build and en- 
dow one College for the maintenance of God's true Service, and 
the Honour of the whole State? It were a diſhonour to our Na- 
tion, and the whole Church and State, to think the contrary. A 
; The 
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The work hath ( we confeſs) hicherro proceeded ſlowly , 
and no marvell , ſeeing great works are not eafily archieved. 
Noah's Arke, God's Tabernacle and Temple, and famous 
Schools and Colleges, albeit founded by Kings and great men, 
were long in building : and do we wonder that this College is 
not yet finiſhed? Further, it pleaſed God to deprive us of 
Prince Henry, our principal hope, and the chief Anthor of this 
Deſigne. Laſtly , who knoweth whether God hath appointed 
theſe weak Means to ſet forward a great Work, that his Power 
in our Weakneſs might have the whole Glory ? 

Let us therefore ( good Brethren and Country-men , yea 
Chriſtians ) hearken willingly to his Majeſties motion, and rea- 
dily follow his Example : Letit appear by our Bounty, how 
bleſſedly zealous we are to maintain the everlaſting Truth, and 
to root out Error and Idolatry : Let us by effects declare how 
{tudious weare to doe good works, and to advance God's and 
our Churches honour. They that have much may give of *their 
abundance, thereſt, according to the meaſure of their means : 
God as well accepteth of the widows mite and poor mans 
good will, as of the rich mans treaſure. 

If we honour God with our ſubſtance, he will honour ns, 
and increaſe our ſubſtance : if we build an houſe for the mair. 
renance of his Truth, that it may continue in our Poſterity, God 
will build us an houſe, reſtore it to us, and double it ro our Po- 
ſterity. Abrahams by offering his ſonne to God, was made a 
Father to many Sons, yea and of many Nations. And See 
mon, that ſhewed his Royal magnificence in building God a 
Temple, in Honour and Riches paſſed all other Kings, 1 Kings 
3.13. How can we excuſe our ſelvesat thelaſt day, if we now 
deny God a ſmall Offering, who daily offereth nnto us man 
Graces, and giveth to us all good things that we poſſeſs ? Pſal. 
68. 9, 10. Yea, our ſouls are a ſacrifice due unto him, 1 Cor. 
6.20. and Rom. 12.1. And then mach more our external 
things. And therefore no Chriſtian may deny to him an offering 
out of his wordly goods, if God's ſervice (tor God's members 
and Church ) requireit. That in 1 Theſ.5. 23. and, indeed, 
wharſoever it is that we have, more orleſs, is God's, and what- 


ſoever we give, we give unto God but of his own , which he 
C 2 hath 
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harh firſt givenunto us, 1 Chron, 29: 14. For «lf that is in heavey | 
and earth i bis. For the Lords #s the Kingdome , and he ts to by 
exalted as bead ahove all. Both riches and honour come of bins, 
and be reigneth over all, andin bis hand is powver and might, and 
in bis handit is to mak great aud to give ſtrength unto all, 1 Chron. 
29.11, 12. 

As for thoſe that draw back in this his Service, and refuſe to 
concur in promoting God's Honour, let them, marke the words 
of our Saviour, Aatth. 12. 30. He that ts not with me is againſt 
we : and the Curſe of the Angel onthe people. of AMeroz, 
Curſe Je Meroz, ( ſaith the Angel ) for they came not mp to help 
the Lord. 

But we hope we fhall not need many more words, to move 
them that are ( already ) ſo well perſwaded, nor perſwade men 
that in Religion and Devotion are ſo forward, who know and 
take to heart that ſevere increpation of the Propher Fay 33, 
6, 7, 8. againſt the evil-eyed, hard-hearted, faſt-handed Churle, 
ns vile man , but withali, that the /iberal deviſeth liberal things, 
and by liberal things ( eſpecially inthis kind-) be ſhall ſtand: 
for he ſowes unto the ſpirit Gal. 6. 8. to reap life everlaſting. 

Itis the duty of good Chriſtians to advance God's Honour, 
and repreſs Superſtition, Hereſie, 1dolatry, Blaſphemy, Iris 
the office of good Subjects to defend the Honour of the" Stare 
againſt the Sycophancies of Eng/iſs Fuginives,and the ſecrer pra. 
Eices of foreign Enemies their adherents The Adverſaries 
uſing all their $kill, and joyning their forces againſt Religion and 
the State , it beboveth us likewiſe to unite our forces, and to 
joyn in. Confultation how to reſiſt them. This Common buſineſs 
requireth Common help, the practice of our Adverſaries pro- 
vokes us to uſer ſpeed, and there is too much precious time alrea- 
dy let run.in waſte, aJmoſt, if not altogether, or more then full 
forty years, from the firſt Commencement. And- fince the 
Work has been letlye abſolutely dormant , if not-dead/, what 
tares of Hereſtes of all ſorts hs the Vigilant and: indefati- 
gable envious.man ſown and fomented, as inthe field' of the 
lluggard? fo as there is nothing appearing bur Camelions of 
monſtrous uncouth Errors. 2 

The Quality of the work, being- for the- defence of true

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; pace] Religion, and the State, will moye any ( whoſe heart 
Carded and leavened in errors) ch to'pive : For 
whoſoever ſhall give, ſhall receive of God a full rewardia this —_ 
Life, ang whenthey dye, their works ſhall follow them , and 
then whatſoever h have ſown in righteouſneſs on earth, 
that ſhall they reap inheaven in , whatſoever rhey contri- 
buted to 's work on earth, they ſhall be rewarded in heaven, 
meaſure heaped together and running overinto their boſomes. 

Wherefore recommending the College of Chelſey to ev 
Religious Chriſtians devout thoughts, we ceafe furrher to pr 
them, bur only defire them, in the wordsof F Pal, reſpeCtive- 
ty ro the excellency of this good deed, in advancing and laying 
out themſelves , to advance this College , wharſoever things are 
true, what ſorver things are pure, Whatſoever things are hongſt, and 
lovely, and of good report ; If there be any vertue, an) praiſe, 
think, upon t F things, Phil. 4. 8. | 

Laſtly, for ſatisfaction of thoſe that deſire ro know why this 
College is erected at Chelſey, and norin one of the Univerlities, 
"this. we though firto add, That this place was thought fitteſt 
to receive diretions from our Superionrs, to conſult with men 
of beſt experience, to obtain intelligence from foreigne parts, 
to print books and to diſperſe them, and laſtly, to obtain the 
favour of the State and Ciry. Farther, hereby as all emulation 
wn be avoided, ſothe help of both the Univerſities may as 
well be had by intercourſe, as if the College ſtsod in either of 
the Univerſities, Thus all things now ſtand, God bleſs the pro- 
ceeding of this College, &c. and give Grace, Grace untoit, 

Thus have you ( by the Author 'of the remarkable Monu- 
ments of, and in, and about L:ndow ) a juſt and full Narrative 
of Chelſey College in the Conſtitunion, Caufe moving and pro- 
moving, ſovereign care and ſollicitation, the uſe and ends of ir, 
with ſome fiirand forward Proviſion for it, and great and gra- 
cious motives of perſwaſion to ſtir up mens hearts ro contribute, 
and that nor in a ſparing bur liberal way, unto ir, and not to 
ler the- Gates fink in the foundation of it, Lament. 2. 9. The 
Afﬀair, nor only auſpicated by King James bis wiſdome, but for- 
warded by his zealous care in writing unto and _ upon the 
Archbiſhop, and in hx writing tothe Biſhops, and the pr 
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cellor of :Exglaxd, and the Lord Mayor of Londen; as alſo 
the Pithananches, of vulgar prudence, either from the grave 
Archbiſhop himſelf, or ſome one of the Reverend Fellows, as1 
Eather from the latter words of his grads, of his wiſe words, 
where he ſaith, that the reaſon of thus College it's ficneſs to be 
more reſpe&tively at Chelſey , is becauſe of receiving d:ireftions 
from our Superiowre. In which exhortation, eveninthe whole 
carriage of it, I appeale unto the Godlieſt Judgements, whether 
he has not ſpoken as with the tongue not only of men, but as of 
an Angel of God , ſo that now, nihbil ſupra. 

, And yettohim let me joyn or adde another Angel of our 
Church, Door oſeph Hal, ſometimes our Diocclane Biſhop

buſineſs, as Nathan after Bathſheba , who in his Peace-maker

preſuming , that if the deſign of Chelſey Coll ad been ad- 
vanced into a forwardneſs, and faithfully effeRed, ſo as to have 
made choice of and placed theſe 20 Colleagues, with two Hiſto- 
riars, ſworn to defend the publick proteſſed Truth of our 
Church, according tothe Articles, they might have effe&ed ſo 
much by their me, as with a Cadxcexs to have tilled the 
furious ſpirits of very many bad ones, and ſo charmed them 
to bave worſhipped the bleſſed Peace of God, and ſo prevented 
a world of Blood, Miſchief and Confuſion and Miſery, and till

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Pong, Everard, Mukgtt, and ever came off from all intami- 
watis howoribiu : a8 alſo Univerſity Profeſſors, Peter Martyr, 
Holland, Prideansx, Whitakers, Collins; fo as one has beenable, 
in Spiritual Polemicks, to reſiſt a*houſand.. 

** Butif theſe heads and hands have been ſo powerfull, what 
** would 'they have done_if united rogether? Ne Hercules 
* contra 'ecorunm Duos, Certainly none of theſe upſtarts, perni- 
** cious., prodigious late Herefies, would have ſtood before 
* chem, [ For the Aſſociating Divines of the Province of Loy- 
don, in their teſtimony to the Truth of ew, in dereRing and 
dereſting the Errors and Hereſics, have given them their deadly 
wound |] *© nor have breathed fo long under their bands, to 
* have brought ſuch Diſturbances An fuch Diſtra&ions , 
Schiſms, FaQtions, Diviſions, as of late we have ſeen to have crepr 
in, with their infeſtings amongſt us, and to be lamented, if not 
poſlible by ſingle hands to be amohated , making our preſent 
England an African Scene of new Heretical ſwarming Monſters, 
threatning an helliſh Chaos of Libertiniſme, Licentiouſneſs, &c. 
But yet (if Chelſey College find favour ) I hope that Rome's

Now this ſtrong plea for Chelſey G_ thus far having ſo 
much SanQuary-weight in it and witneſs forit, I need not adde 
any graine more to it, forit will hold certainly currant in the 
ballance of ſanRified Judgment , ſo that it will be vanity to 
draw-a lineafter Protogenes. Bur yet further , for the -eſta- 
bliſhing your Judgments and the artrating of yout Aﬀections, 
in the third þlace (for A threefold cord is not eaſily broken , and, 
Under the month of three witneſſes ſhall every Word be eſta- 
bliſhed, 2 Cor.

Andfurther, this College or Corporation was. to conhft of 
ſuch a competent and ſteady number of Drvmes, asI faid be- 
fore, atleaſt 20. And let us hear D* Fuler's going on ſill, ro 
furnifh us with the firſt Iſt of the firſt Heroes who engaged 
—_ to be on the Fronners, our Sciprocs & Fulmina

**Loe here ( faith D* Fufer ) none who were aQual Bi- 
** ſhops were capable of places in this College, and when ſome 
** of rheſe were advanced to Biſhopricks | as Deane Afortox 
and Doctor Abbott ] © and others tranſlated to heaven, King 
* Zames, by hs new Letters patents 1622, November 2. ſubſti- 
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«rated others in their plares*. And yer ſince ſuch Rapine, and 
Sacrilegious ſale of Biſhops Revenues has of lace been made, fo as 
that they are rather Titular then Real Biſhops , this College ( if 
Biſhops in true Chriſtian high magnanimity will ſubmit their 
necks to this yoak-of Chriſt, and what can be more honoura- 
ble?) may beſt fic and be ordained for ſuch a Parriarchy of 
Biſhops, as a Fericho, till their beards be grown, and their gar- 
ments be repaired. For ericho was not only the City of Palm- 
trees, but the City, and the grear School, yea the College, of, 
and for Prophers , whereof the two great Prophets ( chat were 
in their time called the Chariots and borſemen of Tſrac! ) were 
the heads, having younger Prophets under them, 2 Kings 4. 38: 
O that by their SEm—_—_ in this School , they might 
ſhew againſt Baa!'s Prophets the ſpirit of Eliah and Eliſha 
doubled upon them ! In which — of Tericho Eliſha (ucceed- 
ed Eliah, as Father of the ſonnes of the Prophets , healing borh 
their Ciry fountain, and their College common Por ot 1afe. 
Red portage, and mulciplying the loaves of barley. So rheſe 
Prophers are fitteſt ro heal che Por of Proteſtants, which is fo 
poiſoned with the Coloqnintida of the Popiſh wild gourds of 
Traditions, Falſhoods, and corruprins of Scriptures, that there 
may be no moreevil in them, 2 Kings 4. 41. 

Now to theſe, for the building of their College and their 
Manſion ( as D* Falter faith ) © XK. James gaveall the Timber 
* requiſite thereunto, which was to be ferched our of windſor 
** Forreſt. And that long range which alone is extant, ſcarce 
* finiſhed at this day, yer thus the College made, nor of free. 
*ſtone, bur of free timber, coſt ( O the dearnels of College 
* and Church work ! ) full three thouſand pounds. Burt (alas!) 
** whar1s this piece ? not an eighth part to a double Quadrant, 
© beſides wings on each ſide, as 1t was intended. If the Ancient 
* Fathers, which remembred the magnificence of Solomon's, 
** weptart the meanneſs of the ſecond Temple , ſuch muſt needs 
* be ſad who conſider the diſproportion heroine what was per- 


* formed, and what was projected in and about this College 
[ aSinthe Synopſis of the Model in the Frontiſpice may be obſer- 
ved. ] © Save that (Iconfeſs) the deſtruction of beautifull 
*© buildings once really extant , leaves preater impreſſions in 
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* mens mindes, then the miſcarriages of only intentional ſtru- 
* ures, and the faint 7deas of ſuch future things as are ſeriouſ- 
* ly propounded, but fail to be effected. 

But this College when once the AR was made for it, in pur- 
* ſuance thereof, His Majeſty Incorporated the ſaid Foundati- 
** on, . by the name of King fames bis College in Chelſey , and 
* beſtowed upon the ſame by Letters Patents, the Reverſion of 
** go0d Land in Chelſey, ( then in poſſeſlion of Charles Earl of 
** Nottingham , the leaſe thereof not expiring till thirty years 
** hence 5 and alſo his Majeſty was pleaſed further to grant his 
Letters Patents for a general Colle&ion all over England and 
Wales, of the free benevolence of the willing people, and the 
Biſhops were careſully to urge it : ſothatto go on with, much 
monies were /gathered , but ( faies D* Fuller ) it was kept in 
ſome pockets, and withall wiſheth ( as well he might) that 
thoſe pockets which yielded. not the monies to the right uſe, 
might rot, and be broken baggy. 

Something 1 have ſaid betore of King James his Commen- 
dation, and confeſling D* Stcliffe his diligence in ſoliciting a- 
bout the College work, to pur this fair project into a full and 
faicthfull effeRt, who ( thatis, D* Sxrcliffe ) alſo bequeathed 
a good part of his own revenues unto it. And thus may] 
echo out the work unto the world, inthe Angelical trumper of 
D” Fuller, whoſe expreſſions ſweeter then hony , or any mu- 
ſick, thus proclaim and warble it forth. 

** Next King 7ames, let me place D' Matthew Sutcliffe , 
* Deane of Exceter , who, though no Prince by birth, ſeems " 
* little leſs by his bounty to this oo But as a ſubjeRt ( A- 
** raunah) gave things as a King to God's ſervice , ſuch was the 
* Royal Liberality of D* $u:cliffe, beſtowing on this College 
® The King ſtone Staverton 4 All inthe 
” Hazzard in the JHarbertcn { Coumy of 
Appletcy pariſh of YChurchſton ( Devon, and 

Stoke-Rivers Jput rogether 
richly worth 300" per annum. 

© Beſ:des theſe, by his Will dated November 1. 1628. he 
* bequeathed unto D* 7ob» Prideaux and D* Clifford, (the Feef. 
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/ © ſees intruftto ſertle che fame on the College) the benefic 
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* of at extent on a Statute of 4000 ® acknowledged by 
* SY Lews Srewkley. To all which, as a precious Signer , he 
ave his Library roo, and that no mean one: asalſo Arch- 
iſhop Bancroft promiſed his , bu: neither Archbiſhop Abborr 
nor Archbiſhop Lad did part with it. A bountifull benefacti- 
* on, and the greater, Comnth the Door had a daughter, 
* and ſhe children of. her own. And although this endowment 
** would ſcarce make the Pot of the ſons of the Prophets ro 
** ſeeth , yer what Feaſts would it have made in his private 
** family, if continued therein? Seeing therefore ſo publick a 
** mind in ſo private a man, the more the pitty that the good 
* Doctor was deſerted, Vrial-like, ingaged in the front, ro 
* hight rheſe bartels alone againſt an Army of Difficulnes , 
* which he incountred [| or rather rook truce with ] in this de- 
* {jign, whilſt ſuch men as were to be the wings retreated from 
* him, not ſeaſonably ſuccouring and ſeconding him in this 
Action, to face the Enemy , which D* Sutcliffe, rhe firſt mover 
of the firſt fundamental ſtone of this buſineſs, and ( as far 
asin him lay ) the Promoter of C/elſey College, was in readi- 
neſs to doe. 
* Ir may well therefore be ſaid of him, as Pax! ſaid of 7+- 
mothy, There-was no man like-minded, who did naturally care 
for the College, or for the Cauſe of Chriſt and of his Church, as 
D* Sutcliffe did, in that vigorouſneſs of ſpirit, and energy of 
zeale, and that erogation of large and wiſe charity, to his 
power. For all men ſeek, and hugge their own Ape-Cubbs, 
their own things , the Mineryals and reaches of their own 
branes ; and rot the Man-child of their labouring Mother the 
Church, which myſtically is Chriſt and his Cauſe, Rev. 12. 3. 
the Child of God , whom the dragon waites even in the 
birth co devour, who yet is to rale all Nations With a rod of 
Tron, and who is caught up to God, Ver. 5. to his Throne, 
Now this Chelſcy College Proje&t, howſoever maligned and 
ob{tructed in the birth thus long and ſtrongly, (as the beginning 
of the. building of the ſecond Temple was for 40 years, from 
the firſt year of Cyrw to the ſecond year of Darius, Exra 4.24.) 
yer though it hath by the negligence of -our ſide, and the Policy 
and malignancy of the other ſide, been thus treacheroully _ 
| D 3 —— ed 
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defl and oppugned, we may nor think but init felf, andin the 
-approvement and purpoſe of God, it is moſt honourable, and 
to be advanced inthe Lords feafon, and by the men whom he 
has ordained and ſancified : and why not ac this ſhining inſtant 
(by raiſing up the ſpirits of the Prophets inthe Convocation to 

peak for ir, and by propheſying to promote it?) that the Co!. 
lege Adornation may be as Aichaer/ and his Angels fighting 
with the Dragon and his Angels, al the Dragon nor prevailing, 
his place may be no more found in the Heaven of our Church, 
but he be utterly for ever caſt out of it. 

Which Impediments and Obſtrucions, though they have 
rended almoſt unto deſtruction ( «s the Enemies applaud and 
' hugge themſelves, ſaying, Have not our foxes, going up with 
ſecret and ſubtile Policies and underminings , broken down 
their ſtone wall? Nehem. 4.3.) yertwe muſt and do ſay, as the 
Church inthe Prophet Aficah's rime, yea the College of this 
our Church may ſay, Rejoyce nor againft me, O mine Enemy : 
though I am let and left to fall, 1 ſoall ariſe, though I ſit in ſj- 
lence and in darkneſs, the Lord ſpall be a light unto me, &c. Micah 
7. 8,9, 10, 11. And Exgland might goe on and ſay, in her late 
long ſuffering, becauſe of our late long ſinning, and our long 
not perfecting our General Repentance, 7 will bray the Indig- 
nation of the Lord, becauſe I bave finned againſt him , untill 
be plead my Canſe, and exreute fudgement for me. He will 
bring me forth to tus light, and 1 ſoall behold his Righteouſneſs. 

Bur here is yer the great wonder unto many Godly mens 
hearts, that ſuch a gracious work, in all likelyhood and great 
probability, of God, and alſo according to the moſt holy 
way.of bis Wiſdom, ſo wiſely commenced by D* Sxtcliffe, ap- 
provad and promored by King fames and his Parliament, fo far 
Regs inand to ſach a meaſure, in building and endowing, 


avingby King Zamer bis Letters Patents ſo much and ſuch Con- 
tribuncions ſo far and fairly advanced, ſhould yer at length, after 
ſo long expeRation, be let fall, and ſinke, and dye, and lye in 
ir's foundation : What might be the cauſe of ſo great a Cala- 
mity?i ro doc, what [chars velir, what the Roman Adverſary 
rms to be done , and that without him, yea and for 
uM $00, - . 
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Let me here give you the impediments, firft in che >ſcern 
and difcreerneſs of I Furr, who bas gathered and expreſl, 
the Obſtrudions, not only in oppreſiing the College by 3/- 
liam Lord Monſon, bur even in the fapprefling it, naro deſpe- 
rateneſs of never any more emerging or reſurrection, in all hu- 
mane Judgment, unleſs the Lord, who does great and wonder- 
full things alone, does give it a joyful! reſurrection. And there- 
fore may you receive ; in hs own more prudent words. 

Firſt, the decay of the College (faith he ) © is aſcended tothe 
* large, looſe, and lax nature ot ir; no one prime perſon ($»t- 
** cliffe excepred, whoſe ſhoulder ſunk under the weight chere- 
© of ) zealouſly ingaging therein : King James his maintenance 
** making, or amounting but to liccle more then Countenance 
** of the work. Thoſe children will have but thin chapps and 
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* lean cheeks, who have every body (and yet no body ) nurſes | 


** unto them. 

Secondly, the Decay of the College is to be aſcribed to 
the ** original means of the College, principally founded on 
** the flud and inconſtant means ( Element anſtzble as water ) 
** the Rent of a new River ( when made ) which atthe beſt 
* (thus imployed ) was beheld bur as a religious Monopoly. 
** And ſeeing that deſign took no effe&t ( though afterward 
** in another Notion and nature it was no wonder 
* if the College fank with the means thereof. * For this firſt 
tender and plot forthe College profit was cur off by another 
allowance of Af:adleten's plot, of bringing water actually from 
Ware to Iſlingtcy, to be conveyed by Pipes through every 
ſtreet in London. Andnow,

**Thirdly, ſome of the greateſt Prelates ( how much felf- 
"* ingroſſing is there inall men? ) though ſeemingly forward,

** pions of Religion, or- more ſerviceable in rhe Chorch then 
** themſelves, and. hap might therefore acquire Privileges 
Ec cal Junſdiction, 


* prejudicial to their 


*Fourthly,. 
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mM ” panels the Jealouſies of the Univerſities, beholding this 

* deſign with ſuſpicious eyes, as which in proceſs of time might 
* provedetrimental unto them too. 

* Fifthly, the ſuſpicion of ſome Patriots and Commons in 
* Parhament too, ſuch ascarried the keys of Countrey-mens 
*-Coffers under their girdles ( may I ſafely report what | heard 
-* from no mean mouths ) that this College would be roo much 
** Coartier, and that the Divinity ( but eſpecially the Hiſtory ) 
" of it would 'IazwfiZy, propend roo much in favour of King 
* 7ames, and report all things to the diſadvantage of the Sub- 
* jet: wherefore though the ſaid Patriots in Parliament 
* countenanced the A&, (as counting it no Policy publickly to 
* croſs the Project of the then King Zames ) yet when retur- 
** ned home, by their ſuſpicious /rems and private inſtruQtions, 
* they beat off and retarded the peoples Charities thereunto. 
* The ſame conceived this Foundation ſuperfluous, to keep men 
* to confute Popiſh Opinions by writings, whilſt che maintai- 
* ners of them were every where connived at and countenan- 
**ced, and the penal laws not put in any effectual execution a- 
** Sainſt them. 

** Sixthly, its being begun in a bad time, when the world 
* ſwarmed with a world of prowling Projectors and neceſli- 
** tous Courtiers, contriving all waies to get Monies, We know, 
* that even honeſt perſons ( if ſtrangers and cafually coming 
* along in the company of thoſe that are bad ) contrata ſuſ- 
** picion of guilt to themſelves, in the opinions of thoſe to 
* whom they are unknown. Andit was the unhappineſs of this 
© innocent College, yea the uſefull good deſign of it, thar it ap- 
* pearcd ina time when ſo many Monopolies were on foor, ” 
But was not Chriſt himſelf rejudiced for being with Publicans? 
So ſad a thing it is, not to diſcernthings that are excellent, and 
to diſtinguiſh the Inſtruments. - 

To all this, ſeventhly, may be added the Papiſts their conju- 
ring up again their Proje& for Toleration ( by their grear po- 
tent Patrons ,. eſpecially Hexry Earl of Northampton , 10 
mainly for the bringing in of that Trojan Horſe ) to be intro- 
duced to be ſtationary amongſt us, partly becauſe Chelſey Col- 
lege was not advanced , ( but rather kept under Hatches, for 
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Non progredi eft regredi ) and partly becauſe of _— his 
Age, and Fears, which then were moſt awakened and revived 
ob and inhaunced, and meeting him in every way, Eccle/. 
12. 5. yea more created , and partly becauſe of the _ 
Intereſt which was got on high, near at him, re-inforcing chett 
Petition for Toleration fo far as that ( in effe&t ) it was ſaid, 
The King is not he that can deny you any thing. Ard 
this was about the year 1623.” immediately after the diſmal 
downfall of the Aſſembly of Papiſts at Black-Friers , where 
almoſt 300 of rhem periſhed ſuddainly in the Pir. King fame? 
was not long after again ſolicited ſo froaghy as he was on the 
point of inclining, or (as1 may ſay rather ) of ſeeming to 17: 
Cline, ( as wiſe Kings many times, Febu King of Iſrael, who 
ſucceeded Ahab, and Conſtantine being Prelident.) Partly 
therefore to be ridd of redious importururies, and partly to ex- 
plore which of his ſervants in weighty and right Religious at- 
faire were truly faichfull and conſtant, he began to ſeem 
only (1 ſay ) ſo far to take the Sticklers Reaſons inzoConſidera- 
tion, as to fuffer a Propoſition at length for a Toleration of Po- 
pery, (that Religion which yer betore he had been ſo long 
and ſtrong againſt , and in his ſoul abhorrent from ) by che 
Chancellor, on a Sunday, to be made at the Councel-Table, 
But Gcd ſtirred up, and was with che ſpirit of che Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury ( D* G. Abbott ) out of great dislike, as 
became him, though with hazard of his high Favour, to ſpeak 
againſt the Toleration, and not a little charge the Chancellor 
for it, andthough his Majeſty himſelf came to the Councel- 
Table that or the next day, expreſſing ſome ſeeming high dif- 
pleafure, the Archbiſhop, like a true Father of the Church 
and Maſter in the Place, vented his mind upon the Keeper in 
a ſharp reprehenſion of his Error, that ſuited his Conſcience 


' tothe time. But the Propoſition the Archbiſhop abſoluceiy re- 


fuſed, and deſired thereſt of the Lords ro ſecond him , of whom 
there were ſo many for him as made this Reſolution, and ſo ic 
was laid aſide, The King underſtanding ſoon what was paſt at the 
Councel-Table, came in himſelf, and expreſſed ſome diſcontent, 
&c. The Archbiſhop maintained the ftideliry ot hi: Judgement, 
humbling himſelf at his Majeſties feer, and ſeeking ro res 
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"8 | him with an Oration, Firſt, he acknowledged the Honours he 
had received of the King, which he laid down at his Majeſties 
feet, remonſtrating the affeions he had ſerved him with, &c. 
The Iſſue whereof was, that all the Kings great heat of Anger 
was by means thereof ajlayed and appeaſed.

And in his inward ſecret affe&tions he was altogether plea- 
ſed, which the Archbiſhop afterwards found, in that , after.

full admonition, as the duty of a good Conſcience and zeal

neſs was ſown thus, in peace, of him that, according to his 
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lege Inſtitution was his extream aim,to have had it compleated in 
his life-time, for after-apes to have the fruit and the fruition of 
it, and to bleſs God for tis ſo gracious Indulgence. Hereupon 
the King conſidered further (1 fay ) and wouldbe no more ar 
leiſure to hear of the Toleration, bur rather, as Prov. 25. 23. the 
North wind driveth away rain ; ſo did the Kings angry Counte- 
nance the intolerable Solicitors tor Toleration. 

I might goe on yer turther, in ſhewing nor only that Aidalc- 
ton's AqueduE from ware to Londen ſpoiled the water-Projet 
tor Chelſey College ;, but chat the deſign for repairing of Paxls 
Church I:kewiſe quite eclipſed and damped the building of Chel- 
ſez College : but above all, the untimely death of Prince Henry, 
aS1s afore mennioned, who was the ſtately Elm by which the 
Vine of Chelſey College did hope to riſe and ſpread , but the 
Divine hand having cut him off, the poor and weak Vine of this 
Project fell ro crawle on the ground, and tobe trod under the 
teet of wild and impure beaſts. 

Let us hereupon ſtill hear and heed what D* Faller faies, and 
he is ever moſt worthy to be heard, ** At this time the Col- 
* lege hath bur little of the Caſe, and nothing of the Jewel [for 
** which it was intended : Almoſt rotten before ripe, and rut- 
* nous before it was finiſhed. Ir ſtands bleak, (like a lodge in

way, and favour of D" Fuller, there isa groſs miſtake , when 
he calls D* Featley the third Provoſt, for D* Featley was indeed 
next to I Satcliffe himſelf, and but the ſecond Provoſt, whom 
indeed the Lord oy commenced his ſuit with for the Land 
whereon that part of the College is built, ro whom D* Surclife

* Controverſies, ſo now there is a Controverſie about the Co!- 
* lege; coſtly ſuits lately being commenced betwixt william 
* Lord Mounſcn, (who married the widow Dowager of the a- 
* foreſaid Wiliam- Earl of Nottingham ) and the preſent Pro- 
* voſt | viz. D' Samnel Wilkin/en ] about the Title of the 
** very ground whereon it ſtandeth : ** and that but for a leaſe 
of ſome few years, the land it ſelf being Crown-land. 

To ſay acltng concerning its Calamity 1n the extent of late 
fury, the Abuſes, the Abominations inthe deſolation, it beco- 
ming as a Cage of ( Horre/co reputans ) unclean birds, a Proſti- 
bulum- for whores, a ſtable for horſes, &c. and not only a 
place petitioned for to make leather Guns in, but defired alſo for 
2 Paleſtra to manage great horſes and practiſe horſemanſhip, 

Now to all theſe three great witneſles, in their wiſdom ap 
proving and improving the deſign of Chelſey College , Arc 
biſhop Abbort wiſely and ſedulouſly ſohcning the Biſhops, 


and 
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and perſwading the Kingdom with moſt grave and gracious mo- 
tives to contribute unto it; Biſhop Hall ſweerly commending and 
inſinuating the Projz& ro be promoted, that it might not 
periſh, and DJ Fwller amply ſerring forth the Inſtirurion, nu- 
ture, proviſion, uſes, and end of itat full: let me adde bur one 
more, thatis M* Richard Baxter, who is ſo learnedly verſt, 
eſpecially inthe moſt fybdolous devices of the Papiſts, and ex- 
preſly the Panurgy of Adam- Contzen, Jeſuit, bis dire&tions 
tor preſerving and reſtoring Popery, and changing Religion in a 
Nation betore the people are aware : in the faid Adam's Pol:- 
ticks, /ib.2. pag.16,17,18. Who ( 5. e. ) W Baxter, in his Hc- 
ly Common-wealth, or his Political Aphoriſms, expreſleth his 
mind thus, (in his additions to his Preface, ) © Conſider how 
** ſuitable Popery is with a carnal Inclination: Secondly , 
** what plauſible reaſons Papiſts have to delude poor fouls with 
* from their pretended Univerſality, Antiquity, &c. Thirdly, 
** how few ot the vulgar are able to defend their faith, orto 
* anſwer to the two great Sophiſtical Queſtions of the Papiſts ; 
** ( viz.) Where hath your Church been viſible in all Ages > 
[ Only DF Featley, not only in his Diſputation with Fiſher, bur 
in his Manuſcrip: dedicated to the Cys oma not yet printed, 
and in his Grazd Sacrileage, particularly concerning the taking 
away the Cup from the Lairy, has fully(as much as they demand- 
ed ) anſwered that other point. For the Nameleſs Roman thus 
contrives and moulds his ſubtilties,not as Caſes of Conſcience, to 
be reſolved by ſome learned Divine, but as it were laying ( as 
D* Featley reſenteth) a ſnare co intangle the Anſwerers therein. 
Ler ( faith he ) choſe points be propounded one after another, 
and receive their poſitive anſwer under their hands to the firſt, 
before they know the ſecond, and ſo in order to the reſt : when 
that is done, you ſhall bear further from me. Whar is this 
( ſaies D* Featley”) bur in effe& to ſay, draw the Proteſtant 
Reſpondents by degrees, and by little ard little, into the ſnares 
which 1 have laid for them, and when they are intangled in 
them, I will come and take them, and intangle them with their 
own ſubſcriptions > Which Trac of D* Featley's, yea the very 
awryexpo Of it, isin the Right Honourable 2h Lord Cravey's 


hands, who is extreamly defired that he would be*pleaſed to 
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communicate it for the Churches good, if he have it by him , 
or elſe I have a tranſcript, which I ſhall crave his leave to put 
forch.] © And how prove you the Scripture to be the Word of 
** God? Though not only the Papiſts chemſelves, bur efpecial- 
**ly our Divines, as Whitakers againſt Srapleroy, and in a large 
**Trac beſides, yea Arminixs himſelf, Vrſinw, and all our 
* Catecherical Divines, eſpecially the Conteſſion of our Engliſh 
** Churches faith, againſt che Popiſh Traditions and Papal De- 
**cretals, have abundantly proved the ſufficiency , perte&tion 
** anddivinity of the Scriptures unto ſalvation, 2 Tm. 3. 16. 
* that they be the word of God only, and not of man, as ſpoken 
** anddelivered by holy men of God, as they were moved by 
wh | ** the Holy Ghoſt, 1 Per.

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** their work, which other Sets have none of. | So as that the 
7eſmitical Collegiated Hives, for them in all Countries, in Jraly, 
Fuance, Spaine, German) , as one of credible Intelligence has 
muſtred ( only the 7eſ+irs ) and reported them,ſmal and great, 
T yrones, Veterani, Pupils, Tutors, Penſioners, Governors, mair.- 
tained in their Armies and pay, are tentimes more then all the 
Students in both Univerſinies, and in all the Inns of Court in Low- 
din £00, (viz. 2000000,) Which Compurarion is taken out of 
the Muſter-book of Harley's Defence Des Feſwits, And there- 
fore no marvel thar theſe hives every where ſo ſwarm, and 
ſuch multitudes of them are ſent to ſeek their hiving quarters 11 
our England. For wa account Scotland as yet too poor for 
them, or too cold and barren to thrive 1n, as not having thoſe 
flores inſcripti nomina Regum-, for them to ſuck their hony out 
of, ] © Seventhly , what worldly motives have their Prieſts 
©* and Friers topromote their zeal? Their Superiors have ſuch 
** variety of Preferments and ample Treaſures to reward them 
** with, and their ſingle life alloweth them ſo much vacancy 
** from domeſtick Avocations, and withall, they ſo much plory 
**ina zeal, in compaſling ſea and land to make Profelyres, 
**thatir is an incredible advantage that uy get by their In- 
** duſtry,*he Envious man by them ſowing his tares, whilſt 0- 
** thersſleep, and are not half ſo induſtrious to refiſt them. 

** Eighthly, What abundance have they lately wone in F ng- 
** /and? Notwithſtanding they have wanted publick liberty, 
** and have only taken ſecret opportunities ro ſeduce perſons, 
* many of the Nobility , Gentry , yea and of the Cergy , as 
* well as of the Common people , and zealous Profeſſors of 
& Religion ( lately, ) as well as of the profane, have been ſe- 
* duced by them, and by them Princes in other Countries 
* have been won,and the Proteſtant Religion cunningly worm'd 
* our. And what a lamentable increaſe they had made in 
* England before our Wars, by that Countenance and favour 
* which through the rex was procured them, ( though in- 
* comparably. ſhort of this abſolute Liberty ) is ſufficiently 
* known. 
© Ninthly, It is notthe leaſt of our danger, that the moſt of 
« our Miniſfers are unable to deal with a Cunning Jeſuwte - 
Priett, 
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* Prieſt. And this is not to be wondred at, conſidering how ma- 
* ny of themare young men, pur in of lace in the Neceflity of 


© the Churches, ( which the world knows who have cauſed , ) 
** and there muſt be time before young men can grow to matu- 
© rity, and an unfurniſhed Nation can be provided with able, 
*© experienced men. And the Ceſſation ot Poptſh aſſaults of 
* late hath diſuſed Miniſters from theſe Diſputations. The 
* Reformation had ſeemed ro have brought down Popery ſo 
* low, that we grew ſecure, and thought there was no danger 
* of it; and the Papiſts of late have torborn much ro meddle 
* with us barefac'd, and have played their game under the 
** vizor of their Se&s. Ard withall , young Miniſters have 
** been ſo taken up with the greater work of winning Souls from 
** common profaneneſs, that moſt have laid by their defenſive 
* Arms, andare grown too much unacquainted with Contro- 
** verſies. We have ſo much nored how Controverhi in other 
** Countries hath eatenout much of the power of Godlineſs, 
** that we have fallen by diſuſe into an unacquaintedneſs with 
** the means of our neceſſary defence : and whilſt we choughr 
** that we might lay by our weapons [| as Sampſo his Jaw- 
bone, or David his Gotiah's Sword ] © and build with both 
* hands, weare roo much unready to withſtand the adverſa- 
**ry. Alas! what work would liberty for Zeſwi:s and Friers 
** make in our Congregations in a few months ſpace ? I muſt 
** confeſs this ( though ſome will think it our diſhonour ) ir is 
** not from any Tfrength in their cauſe, bur from their carnal 
** advantages and our diſadvantages [| becauſe we are not ſto- 
red with our learned Gariſon, with the Magazine of Librar 
and maintenance ] © For it is eaſter to pull down then to build, 
** and to fet a Town on Fire then ro re-edifie one houſe, and to 
© wound then to heal. F Bur as the fountain was hid at the pre- 
ſent from Hagar's eyes ; fo M* Baxter for the preſent did not 
ſee, nor think onthe adequate remedy of this ( viz. ) Chelſey 
College Project and .defign , this being to this preſent utterly, 
toall ſeeming, as it were deadapd buried, without hope of re- 
covery, and ſo diſcovery, unleis ſome Angel awaken and open 
Our eyes to fee ir. } © And then if Popery ſhould come in again *”* 
L through our giving over our watch and guards, _ n 
oubtleſs 
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doubtleſs if ſo, not without ſeven worſe dzvils of Infe& on, 
Rage, Thraldom, Superſtirion, Tyranny, groſs Idolarry, Per- 
niciouſneſs ] © what meaſure Proteſtants may look tor at their 
** hands, we need not go out of Enoland and Trelant for proof. 

To ule theretore a little more M* Baxter's words for Chel/cy 
College, which he urgerth indeed for another thing, © I leave it 
** theretore to the Judement of all men that arc not aſleep in 
” their ſecurity , and utterly unacquainted with che advantages 
** and vigilancies of Papiſts, whether this deſign of reſtoring 
and endowing Chelſey College, according to th- firſt wiſdom of 
it, forthe defenſe of our Church Articles and oppugration of 
the Adverſaries, © be not altogerher of Chriſt, of the Angel 
** of the New Covenant, having diſcovered it unto our eyes, 
*and cauſed us to ſee this fountain, for our ſeleted and choice 
"* men rodraw water out of the Well of Salvation, Gen.21.19. 
* aSthe ſtrong men of David out of the well of Byrhlchem-, 
**2 Sam. 23.16, with Joy, for the cſtabliſhing of the hearts 
* of the Saints in the true grace, thar they be ſound inthe faich, 
*and ſo be able and furniſhed ( when need is) to conyince the 
" Sainſayers, and that the ſimple at length may be able\o cor- 
* tound even the Scribes and the wiſe of the world, why bear 
** their brains with the deceivableneſs of thar unrighteouſneſs, ro 
** build, or rather daube up, the Myſtery of Iniquity, the dee; 
** Vableneſs of unrighteouſneſs. 

Thus have I at large related the nature and Condition of 
Chelſey College, the nature of the Cauſes, form , uſes, and 
ends of prudence, tor happineſs to our Church, if we can receive 
ir, and the condition for the preſent of it inits impediments 
and obſtruions, fo that if it be nor now religiouſly looked 
unto, it muſt and will be everlaſtingly forlorn and loſt, and 
ſuch an opportunity never more can be hoped for. And this 
[ bave related as principal and princely Bezalzels have medita- 
ted and deſigned it , as a well-drawn and wrought fair piece 
of Arras, anda Pattern to be made up accordingly, and as it 
were from God, in the words-of Fzeck#:1, Chap. co. 4. Son 
of man , behold with thine eyes , and hear with thine ears, and 
fet thy heart pon all that 1 ſhall ſoew thee: for to the 
intent that 1 might ſhew them, ame |] ſent unto you. 

F Wherein 
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Wherein you have not only a Synopſis and clear declaration 
of a Tower of Opel, a Church Garriſon ,. bur alſo motivespre- 

nant and powerfull enough of Archbiſhop Abbotr's, or one of 
che Fellows, even flexanimous to hearten and help onward the 
Aﬀair : 1. From the Papiſts and Jeſuits their induſtry and la- 
viſhing of gold , for defence of their Idolatry and Antichri- 
ſtianiſm; 2”, From the neceſliry ( as they account it ) to 
uphold the Myſtery of Iniquity, and from the neceſliry for 
us alſo ro work counter unto them; 3”, From the danger 
that our Church and Cauſe may be in, if we provide not 
in time; 4”, From the excellency of being valiant for the 
Truth, 5”. From the honour of Chriſt and his Church, and 
our King and Country; 6”, From the reproach which other- 
wiſe will redound unto us, 7", Beſides the ſuffering of the 
Abomination of Deſolation ſuddenly to overſpread us, and fo 
the adverſaries to work their pleaſure upon mens ſouls, and 
have occaſion roupbraid us, ſaying, Why is there a price in 
the hand of fooliſh Zxg/;i/&-men to get wiſdom, and they 
have no heart to lay it out for wiſdom ? 

So that after all this Remonſtrance about the matter, and 
heads of the motives ſo faithfully inforced and improved , 
there needs no more inculcating of them , but only praying 
to remember and conſider what has been ſo carefully and 
conſcionably urged; and the Lord give us underſtanding in all 
things.. Only may I humbly crave leave to urge in fine, what we 
have found, and what was not conſidered, and what the Spi- 
rit advertiſeth the Church of Philadelphia, Rev. 3. 10. Be- 
cauſe thou haſt kept the word of my patience ( thatis, asthe 
Apoſtle does Ah. lr 1 T heſ. 1. 3. the Work, of faith, the 1a- 
bour of live, the patience of hope , for all theſe are joyntly to 
be ingaged in the work ) therefore I Will keep thee from the 
bour of Temptation , Which ſhall come upon all the world, to 
try them. that dwell upon the face of the Earth, that is, to

knowing and believing this moſt certainly , that, (as M* Ar- 
cher expreſſeth, in his Forerunner of Chriſt's perſoral Reign 
on earth, pag. 5o. and 55. and M' Aeae, Rev. 11.7. bis opi- 
nion is ) that Popery ſhall yet again, for a while , univerſal] 
pound in thoſe Countries and Nations out of which it hat 
een expelled. M' Chr. Cartwright's Preface to the Glorioſum 
Certamen. And therefore ought we not of England to ad- 
vance this College ? thus ro prepare to give the head of the 
Dragon his laſt deadly wound ? that the Prince of Peace may 
ſer up his Scepter of peace, and be the Solomon _— in 
governing his Saints in all the bleflings of Peace and beauties 
of holineſs? that we may ſeek, and love to have, and keep 
the ſaving Truth in love and peace, Z ach. 8.19. Butas one faith, 
$i nos irs perditum- wult Dominus Feſus , hic 'tamen ſolamint 
erit, mos mil =” evirtutis adeluttananmy ruinam-, as the 
two Witneſſes in ſackcloth, or rather as becomes a Couragious 
ſouldier ftantem in bello mori , in hope of a moſt glorious re- 
ſurrecion , like that which the Roman Florus ſpeaks of the 
holding out the laſt ſiege of Carthage, Ut morſus morien- 
tinnts ſunt maxime mortiferi ;, fic plus negotis fuit cum ſemi- 
ruta quam Cum integra Carthagine * or aSit 15 ſaid of Sam- 
p/on, Judg. 16. 30. the dead which he ſlew at his death were 
more then they Which he ſlew in his F orln And then the 
hope of everlaſting reſt after all our labours, ſhall ſweeten

travail, nor fink under their burden, nor fall under their Croſ- 
ſes, nor dye for ſorrow of their wound, bur may ſay, 7 have 
fought the good fight, ana pep my courſe, and kept the faith, 
2 11m.

Finally, may humbly adde a word of the probable means 
of (as it were) buoying up this Ship of che ſunk College, to 
be rigged and to ride again as a Pretorian ſhip, in its haven , 
with reſpe& to his moſt Gracious Majeſty , and the Great 
Wiſdoms of his Councel and Parliament: becauſe it is faid 
expreſsly, that Kings ſhall be nurſing Fathers and DQutens 
nurſing Mothers to El Church, E/ay 49. 23. Wharſoever the 
penury may ſeem to be in regard of the late great loſſes and 
exhauſtings, becauſe of the ſweeping tempeſts, that have lefr 
(as it were ) nothing, or little good; yet isit not the word 
of the Lord by Haggai, The flver is mine, and the gold 15 
mine ( ſaith the Lordof hoſts ? ) Sotharif nt pleaſe Almighty 
God ro ftir up, and put into the Kipgs Majelties heart an he- 
roick care and reſolutionto ſet about the 0. vo reſtoring 
of this ruinous College, by raking the Courſe which his Royal 
Grand-father 1d, viz. granting torthwith his Letters Patents 
once-again, generally all over England, for a Collection of three 
years to be made , and-that the Archbiſhops Graces would be 
earneſt with the Biſhops of their Dioceſes. ro ſollicit their par- 
ticular Miniſters , and thatthe Peers of the Upper houſe and the 
Burgeſles of the Commons houſe would by their Munificence 
be exemplary Leaders unto the Collective body more reſpe- 
Qively, the new Biſhops, revived and reſtored (as men of God) 
to their Sees ang dignities, ro a&t as Inte)lgences and. Angels of 
the Churches in their own Spheres, though poflibly their Sees 
are much impaired, as baving had the Line of Ahab upon them, 
and Plammet of Samaria : Yet if they ſhall meditate liberal 
things, Eſay 32.8. or deviſe liberal things, and our of their 
grave and gracious wiſdoms prompt and promote. unto the 
Kings MajeRy a more probable way: of wiſdom thenar firſt 
was projected, and become alſo not only exhortative bur exem- 
plary, to their power, for ſo important, godly, ————/ 
work, 
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work, eſpecially the moſt Reverend Fathers, Canterbury, Win- 
cheſter, London, Lincoln, Torke, Darbam, &c. This may doe 
much, and much contribute rowards the ſpeedy adorning and 
advancement of the College to its due pertection, and placing 
it in its ſphere of aivity, yea and to the ſerrling of it, ro be- 
come a pattern and preſident for Imitation to foreign Pro- 
teſtant Churches alſo in Chriſtendom, not yet in the Popes Ca- 
ptivity and dungeon of darkneſs, of his Myſtery of Iniquity 
and deceivableneſs of unrighteouſneſs. Ardif the late Arch- 
biſhop Laxd could have imagined that ſuch Wolves and Mon- 
ſters of Hereſy, upon his being put to death , would have 
been in ſuch readineſs, like Serpents and Toads and venemous 
creeping, noxious beaſts, at the root of the ſtately Palm-tree 
of our Church, in readineſs, I fay, thronging with their Fry , 
whoſe word was, V iam- imvemam- ant faciam- , tO crawle 
up even fo all over the fruitfull branches of chis Palm ( for 
the ſhepheard being ſmitren, how would the ſheep be: fearre- 
red? ) how would he have rouſed up and awakened himſelf. 
as the Cock, who with his wings clappeth himſelf, ro have been 
moſt vigilant over them ? eſpecially when Þ* Featley ( being 
aſtigned the Provoſt of Chelſcy College by IY Szrcliffe his ſtu- 
dious and ſolicitous obraining of him, and refigmng all his 
Authority and power unto him ) ſofhicited Buſhop Laxd ( at 
London Houſe ) to favour and further the College, when the 
Church looked upon him as a ſon upon his Father and Parrior, 
becauſe of his fair opportunity, by his lugh -advancement, for 
the greateſt affaires of the Church , whuch King Charles the 
Firſt was pleaſed to grace and intruſt him withall. How would 
he have known and remembred, that it was incumbence upon 
him to have ſerved Kvew as well as xazpg, and have looked upout 
Chelſey College as a grand bulineſs of Chriſt's; ss well as to.be 
ſo zealous for the re-edifying of Paws, and not have daunced 
D* Featley's ſuit with that ſhort haſty word, Cai boxo ? as Pilare 
once ſeemed to have done to Chriſt, What i Trurh ? His cye, 
with his heart, being ſo immoveably fixed upon the repairing 0b 
the dead and decaying walls of Pax{s Church, nor im-the in- 
terim providently eying and ſpying the miſchuets, Catamuries,/ 
Chaos of Hereſfies, Sets and Cebiſens, by Satan's Panurgy; _ 
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by the madneſs of the people, to be drawing in upon us, like 
the Tran Horſe, for want of that publick armature, ſword 
and ſpear of the ſpirit, the ſpiritual ſword of God's Word in 
the mouths of his more ſele& Miniſters, thoſe hving ſtones of 
his ſpiritual Tower of Armory. Could, I ſay, his Graces wiſ- 
dom (1 mean Archbiſhop - Laxd's, who was omni laude dignys ) 
have commanded his heart to have beheld and heeded the An- 
Selical face of Chelſey College ProjeR, as D" Featley preſented 
it unto him, and ona time did it more fully and freely at 'F/- 
ham-, when he was better at leaſure , had not the Importuniry 
of Paxls ſtill been tooclamorous in his ears, for expediting ir, 
how would he not ( doubtleſs ) have bleſſed D' Featley, and 
bleſſed his Counſell, and bleſſed God, who filled his heart to 
lay before him indeed the ſummum- bonum- of Chelſey Col- 
lege, as David did blefle Abigai/? So that (as1 faid) though 
that Church, that Carnal Church, (carnal, I ſay, in compariſon 
of this Chelſey College its pure ſpiritual conſideration andintenti- 
on ) the ſpecious repairing whereof could not be without im- 
menſe charge, did much dazle the Archbiſhops eyes ; yet the 
apprehenſion and contemplation of future ſpiritual fruit and ad- 
vantage from right qualified perſons in Che/ſey College had it 
been  _— in his heart , how might it make his Soul 
now living under the Altar , though the Yaſculum- of his 
precious body be layed in the duſt, yer (1 ſay ) how might it 
make his Soul ſay, and ſigh, and ſtill wiſh, Me mortuo, me oc- 
ciſo, ſeu maltato, floreat Collegium- Chelcianum ? Much more 
therefore, how may ir move the preſent Archbiſhop, D' Z«x- 
ron, with his Brethren, to ſay, yea labour and indeavour it, 
Imo nobis quaſi a morturs reſuſcitatts, una nobiſcum- revire- 
feat in aternum- Colleginm- Chelcianum- ? And therefore we 
will give no ſleep to our eyes, nor ſlumber to our eye-lias, until 
we have obtained this Chelſcy College to be ſer upon its 
own Baſis, and to be theplace for the Lord rodwell amongſt 
us, as between the Cherobims, and for rhe moſt honourable 
and glorious ſervice of his moſt ſan&ifying and ſaving Truth, 
ſo to prepare the way of the Lord, and to make his paths ſtraight, 
that our, Lord and great Maſter when he cometh may find us 
rh doing, moſt diligently with all our beſt prudence and piery 
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adyancing his precious work, for his Glory, and the ſovereign 
ſoul- wn, of his people. 

And though I prudently confeſs, and moſt humbly acknow- 
ledge, that you eff mee tenuitatis diftare viris tantts, & tam 
rerum-s ſapientiams Divinam- pariter ac gloriame fpettanti- 
um perguam- ſagaciſſimis : yer may I (with craving of par- 
don ) ſay, that if the preſent Archbiſhop his Grace (as being 
the laſt and only man that was, at the dying of King Charles 
on the Scaffold, privy to the Counſel and boſom.of his Maje- 
{ties Royal heart, and to many deſires of his not yet uttered) 
if he ſhall think good, yea if God command him to acquaint 
his bleſſedly-ſucceeding Majeſty ( ſo as it may be ne prejudice 
any way unto him) with a convenient way for ſertling ade- 
termined certain revenue on this College, then (I ſay ) the Af- 
fair may eaſily, ſpeedily, and happily be promoted, and no pre- 
judice done to, or complaint made by any man : but rather, 
by the ſecret bleſſing ot the Lord in his acceptance, it may be 
made to emerge in Glory. Yet with all moſt prudent and pro- 
vident Caution, thart in caſe the Members thereof ſo amply pro- 
vided for, ſhould not anſwer the cruſt which they are ſworn un. 
to, and the Articles of Unity, Love and Truth which they are 
ingaged in, but ſuffer their tountain to be defiled, and their 
waters ( hike thoſe of fericho ) at length ro become bitter ; 
that then all Indulgences, Privileges, Proviſion, return ro the 
King and State. For, O the ſacred Covetouſneſs, with the En- 
vy and hate that Satan may poſleſs the hearts of the Adverſaries 
with, the Eccleſia malignantiam-, eſpecially againſt Chriſt and 
his Cauſe, even to corrupt and to cauſe prevarication in the 
beſt and moſt bleſſed things, vo cauſe even themto be the more 
doubly and dreadfully curſed ! according to my compariſon 
which I have before hinted of ſnakes, toads and vipers craw- 
ling at and corrupting the Royal root of the Palm-rree. But 
Abſit omen! 

ButI hope the Kings Majeſty will ſee nor only great reaſon 
for it, bur o_—_ Religion flouriſhinginittoo ( which over- 
balances all carnal reſpeRs ) and find that God will, as he welb 
can, multiply his ſeed of Royal Munificence thus ſown, an 
lundred fold into his boſom, and heap upon and load bim in 
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lieu thereof with Riches and Honour and Obedience and 
hearty love of his Subje&s, ſo as to make him the Joy and 
delight of mankind , and as the man of his right hand, by 
multiplying ſtill more Riches and Honour upon him, as he 
did ro 7ehoſaphat the ſon of A/a, who walked in the firft 
waics of David, and abhorred Baalim, The like his Ma- 
jelty does, and- has reſolved ro doe, for which God has eſta- 
liſhed the Kingdom in his hand , by inclining the hearts 6f 
Parhaments ard Citizens to bring preſents unto him in ear. 
neſt thereof, I ſay, Riches and Honour ſhall be mulripli- 
ed upon him, for thoſe that honour Gecd, God will ho- 
nour,, eſpecially, that in the midſt .of their dep poverty me- 
ditate liberal things , and ſtudy to abownd unto rich liberali- 
ty, 2Cor. 8. 2. Eſay 32. 8. and Eſay 30.15. In returning and 
reſt ye ſhall be ſaved. But Eſay 7. 9. If ye will mit believe 
but Abſit omen ! 

If then, men being moved by God's ſpirit ſhall chearfully 
and readily lay out themſelves tor this College, they ſhall nor 
repent of this good deed, but find profit by it, as the widows 
oil- and flower was multiplied by her contributing to the Pro- 
phet. And he that miniſtreth ſeed to the ſower , both miniſter 
bread for your food, and multiply your ſed ſoWn, and increaſe 
Eſpecially if 
there be withall a chearfulneſs of heart, as in ſowins our 
ſeed in bope , how gladly with full hands do we diſtri- 
bure it, and whatrich recurn doth the Earth recompenſe us 
again withall? As oil therefore which flows of its own ac- 
cord from the Olives fatneſs, without preſſing, is much more 
excellent and precious, and tor many medicaments more uſe. 
full then thar which is forced by preſſing : ſo a prompt, vo- 
launcaxy-and chearfull Contribution , without any 1mportunate 
begging; iis moſt gratefull ro God, and moſt rich for reward. 
Burt for the work taithfully done to the end, O how rich and 
bleſſed a reward is there ! 

- The promiſed and hoped effe&s from this College when firſt 
conſtituted, formed and manned, having its proviſion of mainte- 
nance to ſuſtain it , a Library and revenue for helps co it, let me 
ſet forth',- Firſt, in Beza's Emblem, and next in Zachary the
